1. The Gold King mine stored 3 million gallons of water in un-engineered, uncontrolled 
underground workings. The containment was an un-engineered earthen fill in the adit that 
gave way when it was trying to be drained via pipe through the earthen berm. 


2. When this released the volume was such that it turned the Animis River orange. 


3. The key is to prevent sudden release of large volumes of stored mine drainage into 
surface water.
